Thomas 
Marshall, assistant state’s 
attorney, told Judge Caverly today. 
He urged the extreme penalty in 
an argum ent based upon the phrase­ 
ology of the Illinois 
laws 
and 
the 
formal charges connected with the 
kidnapping and 
murder of 
Robert 
Franks, to which the defendants have 
pleaded guilty. 
Judge Caverly opened a book of 
law and followed 
the 
text 
as 
Mr. 
Marshall read the 
phrases defining 
murder and 
kidnapping as capital 
crimes in this 
state. 
The 
phrase 
“shall suffer the penalty of death” 
was always brought out in a voice 
raised in tone and emphatic in its 
deliberateness. 
The 
defendants

no visible 
signs that the phrase “death penalty” 
had been heard by them.

shall ridiculed the defense’s attem pt 
to show mitigation of punishment by 
the testimony of mental experts.
